Fall Cultivation for Perennial 
Weeds: Many farmers do a good job 
of fallowing during the summer 
months but when the rush of har- 
vest begins the fallow is often neg: 
lected. Perennial weeds left undis- 
turbed in the fall will store suffi- 
cient food for thrifty and vigorous 
growth during the following year. 
Fall cultivation every ten days to 
two weeks through the entire har- 
vest season and right up until 
freeze-up means time and money 
well spent. The last few strokes 
given in the late fall can well be 
the most important ones to erradi- 
cate perennial weeds, 

Toad flax is one of the deep-root- 
ed, persistent perennials which re- 
quire at least one complete summer 
of thorough cultivation. In favorable 
seasons this weed may be almost 
entirely eliminated in one year, but 
a second year of faHow is often re. 
quired, Farmers living in areas in- 
fested with toad flax are advised to 
watch for this weed while cutting 
grain. A small amount of sodium 
chlorate should be carried and these 
small patches treated on the spot. 
This is much less work than mark- 
ing the patches with a stick and re. 
turning later to treat them.
